Tho “ Monthly Gossip,” iii the Juno nam.ier 
of Lippincotf* Magazine, contains this goo<l 
•tory about Thackeray: 
Years ago, when Thackeray was delivering 
hid lectured on “ Tile George," anil tho “ Eng­ 
lish Wit* and Humorist!!," to a large audience 
in a Southern city, he inked a di.4lngui*hed 
literary man what chance of succor there 
would be iii a certain othoroity not main milt a 
away. 
“ I really don't know, Mr. Thackeray," was 
the reply. 
“ I never succeeded there. 
But I 
am nobody anti yon are a great gun; it seems 
to mo you ought to Hureeed anywhere. 
Still, 
I cannot conscientiously udvL-n .iou lo make 
tho attempt; you might ixvaibly fail and lay 
the blume on mo." After some reflection, he 
added, ‘Torii..ps if you wore to make a "|h.>c- 
ial lecture, compounded of tho be>t aud most 
diverting parts of two or more of your scries, 
you might draw a tolerably g >od liou.-".

I will not guarantee anything." 
Thackeray thought tile matter over, accept­ 
ed tho auggestiuti, made up the compound 
lecture, advertised, “ Ililied the town,'’ and 
went over. 
Un his return his friend mot him at tile carn, 
and, after tile usual greeting*, said: 
“ Well. 
sir, how did you make oui?’’ 
“O il!’’said Thackeray, merrily, “ I have I avn 
playing the mountebank for a sixpence.” 
“ What do you mean by that'" 
‘'The night, you know, was wretched; the 
audience was thin, not ubove titty or sixty 
persona, nm! a more quirt Mid absolutely 


derstanding between the employer and em 
ployed secured; but suddenly the demand is 
made from the same quarter for a decrease of 
onc-tifth in Hie iiours that make a laborer 
day. 
This is, of course, practically callug 
again for higher wages. 
The true cause of this clamor for less work 
and more wages is, not as many of Hic work 
ing men claim, that they may share fairly in 
the products of their lalior, or that they may 
have more time for the improving of their 
immortal miuds;” but this condition of 
things is the fruit of an indefinable demorallxcd 
condition of the public mind, that has been 
growing upon us for the past ten years, de­ 
manding much money for little or no cquiva 
lent, either in labor or merchandise. 
The im 
mutable laws of demand and supply, must 
regulate the price of products and labor, nnd 
any unnatural forcing up of prices by Hie la­ 
borer, must In the end work mischief to him, 
by enhancing Hie price of rents, living. 4c.- 
The standard price of a week’s work of a com 
mon laborer, is and for a long time lins been 
a barrel of wheat flour. 
Tile present prices of 
labor and flour will give tiearly two barrels 
for each week's work. So long as the price 
of labor is regulated by the above standard, 
the Ialiorer will always be sure of a good liv 
ing with u handsome margin for a rainy lay 
besides. 
With eight hours for labor, eight hours for 
rest and meals, with eight for idleness, It is 
a serious question whether Hie eight hours 
spent in general idleness, with the usual at 
tondants of loafing, smoking and whisky drink­ 
ing, would not lie more damaging to the 
lienee, comfort nnd character of the laborer 
and his family, than though it wen* spent in 
honest toil even with a minimum of remu­ 
neration. One tiling is clearly evident to every 
thinking person, who carefully considers a1! 
sides of tills question, namely, that if laborers 
continue to demaud higher wages nnd shorter 
ays. they will most effectually and surely 
block the wheels of all enterprise. 
New man­ 
ufacturing establishments will not lie opened, 
new houses will not lie built, work will be­ 
come more and mole scarce, and, finally in 
the end Hie reflex actiou upon the laborer be 
most disastrous.

The son of a physician of Dubuque, who is 
now stationed at Fort Buford, Dacotuh Terri­ 
tory, has written a loug letter to his lather 
git lug some lull resting items with regard to 
indians. 
An extract is appended: 
'flu* camp of indians which we visited were 
chiefly engaged in catching war eagles, to 
make head dresses. 
They have a wooden 
lodge built in the camp where the medicine 
ceremony necessary to catch is performed.— 
No woman is allowed to enter Hie lodge. Tb< y 
can come to the door aud hand in provisions, 
but must not cross tho threshold. 
You are 
not allowed to spit on the floor, and must sit 
in a certain position of the lodge. 
You ruuat 
cuter and pass out at the north door. 
Wash 
and I were let in to see the ceremonies. 
When a man goes to trap the eagles, he 
lim goos lo the medicine lodge aud is uol al­ 
lowed to sleep until midnight; be then eats a 
little and sleeps until the morning star rises. 
Ile, with his comrades then go out to the trap* 
without food or drink, and sit ail day in Hic 
traps watching for Hie eagles. 
At night they 
return aud enter the medicine lodge, and at 
midnight only do the y eat aud drink and break 
their long fast of twenty-four hours’ duration. 
They then arc allowed to sleep until dawn, 
when they go out again and stay four days, 
during which time they have food aud ilriuK 
four times and have never entered their own 
lodges or npokeu to their friends, unless such 
as may be trapping with them.

days are up, they go back to their own lodges

Our city, in common with many 
if not most others throughout tho 
country, has suffered thin year from 
small-pox considerably, liotli from the 
disease itself and the effect on busi­ 
ness in keeping timid people away. 
We are glad to be able to say that 
the scourge has abated,and that there 
is no further danger to be feared, and 
we trust this is the last we will hoar 
of it for years. 
But the necessity for cleanliness, 
strict regard for tho laws of health, 
and rigid enforcement of the rules 
and regulations approved and adopt­ 
ed by tho Board of Health, aro no 
less to-day, nor will they l>o for 
months to come than they have been 
with the disease in our midst. 
Soon 
hot weather will l>e here, festering in 
the cosB-pools and sewers and sinks, 
aud burning evory heap of garbage 
into a plague-spot. 
Our placo is 
vastly improved over what it used to 
be years ago, but there is still much 
filth in it. 
In some of tho lower 
wards the houses of tho inhabitants 
nre very filthy. 
In one of the houses 
in which there was a case of small­ 
pox some weeks ago tho householder 
had a drove of dogs in his rooms, the 
doors of which were covered with 
half-eaten 
bones and refuse, and 
were as filthy as a pig-pen. 
There 
aro other cases where families keep 
goats, hogs and dogs in their living 
rooms; but happily these are few. 
Extraordinary efforts should bo 
made t<» cl"in up (very such place. 
I'nder the steady efforts of our street 
ch m e r - tile streets aro assuming a 
more agreeable condition, and are 
altog< Hut I vs offensive to the sight 
and oEictories than they were a 
month ago. 
Every place should pre­ 
sent a more than usually clean con­ 
dition, f«;r another dread discase may 


b t expected to land uj»on our shores 
and perhaps find a lodgment. 
The 
cholera was last year traveling west­ 
ward and was expected on our coast 
if frost had not beaten it, last fall. 


N o w it is reported to have reached 
New York, although it did not land, 
f orty case-I are reported on a French 
war \< sd from Havana, but it wan 
ordered out to sea again. 
But there 
is constant danger of tho disease 
coming, and to get ready for it is a 
precaution called for br the simplest 
d i c t a t e s of prudence. 
Municipal and 
household cleanliness aro incumbent 
as a preventive. 
We arc about rid 
of one scourge; let us 
ward 
off 
another.
